Barbara Powers Has Final 
Visit With Husband In Jail

MOSCOW (A P '-B arb ara Pow­ 
ers put on a bright yellow dress 
today and had a farewell talk with 
her imprisoned husband. U2 pilot 
Francis Gary Powers. 
They met 
at the Soviet

A little earlier, his 
parents, 
Oliver W. and Ida Ford Powers, 
spent a last sad hour with their 
son who ha* been sentenced to 
IO years’ detention for espionage. 
Neither parents nor wife were 
able to speak with newsmen when 
they emerged They were all ob­ 
viously overcome with emotion. 
When Barbara came out she 
shielded her face with her hand. 
Her mother, Mrs. Monteen Brown 
of Milledgeville. Ga., ran inter­ 
ference for her a* she dashed to 
a limousine for the drive back to 
the hotel. 
Pleases Her Husband 
This was the first time since 
her arrival in Moscow that B ar­ 
bara had worn a bright color. She 
did so today because her husband 
likes her in yellow.

Spurred on by continuous days 
of sunshine, the harvest season 
has come on with a rush and 
promises to be one of the best in 
recent years. 
Tomatoes for the two-shift oper­ 
ation at Biglerville are being sup­ 
plied by growers from Adams, 
York and Lancaster Counties with 
part of the supply being delivered 
to the company's receiving sta 
tion at Red Lion. Purchased under 
grades determined by the federal- 
state inspection service, the to­ 
matoes are priced at $35 per ton 
for U. S. No. l ’s and $20 per ton 
for U.S. No. 2’s delivered at Big­ 
lerville. 
Early season observations indi­ 
cate that the variety known as 
KC135, introduced experimentally 
several years ago and planted al­ 
most exclusively by Musselman 
growers this year, is producing 
tomatoes with the outstand char­ 
acteristics for which it was se­ 
lected. More resistant to sunburn 
than most varieties, KC135 has 
a tough skin that reduces crack­ 
ing and subsequent decay to a 
minimum. 
Another positive factor in the 
new variety is its known tend­ 
ency to bear earlier in the sea­ 
son with the peak of production 
coming at the end of August and 
early September, thus reducing 
the exposure to late September 
frosts and cool weather which ad­ 
versely affect color and quality. 
These characteristics plus the 
high degree of red color are re­ 
sulting in the production of a 
high quality juice at the Mussel­ 
man plant, according to the re­ 
ports from the quality control de­ 
partment. Tomato juice is packed 
in a variety of tin sizes with to­ 
mato puree as the byproduct. 
USDA crop reporting service 
indicates a tomato acreage of 
12,700 in Pennsylvania for 1960 
compared to 13.(KIO last year. The 
total U. S. acreage is set at 279,- 
800 acres, a decrease of 4.3% over 
1959. 
With ideal weather conditions 
prevailing* 
there 
is 
optimism 
among growers that yields this 
yield will match 1958 when the 
average in Pennsylvania reached 
12.5 tons. In 1959 the average 
was 10 1 tons per acre. As a 
cash crop, tomatoes continue to 
rank 
high 
among 
commodities 
grown by Pennsylvania farmers.

Hammerstein ll 
Dies Today Of Cancer 


DOYLESTOWN, Pa 
'A P '-O s­ 
car Hammerstein II, whose mag­ 
ic lyrics have brought laughter 
and tears to Americans for 40 
years, died of stomach cancer to­ 
day at the age of 65. 
Hi- death at his beloved coun­ 
try home of Highland Farms, far 
from the glitter of Broadway, end­ 
ed one of the brightest careers in 
theatrical history. 
The big gentle man who penned

TAX RULING IS 
FIRE COMPANY 
CRISIS MAKER 


EXTON. Pa. <AP)—Can a vol­ 
unteer fire company, to raise 
money for its expenses, build and 
operate a roller skating rink with­ 
out paying federal taxes? 
No. says the United States gov­ 
ernment. 
Yes, says the fire company, 
which today refused to pay any 
income and amusement taxes— 
and promises a legal battle as far 
as its resources will take it. 
Crucial Issue 
The issue is crucial to allnon­ 
profit organizations, community- 
sponsored or not, that participate 
in other activities to raise funds, 
such as bingo, card parties and 
dances. 
The controversy 
involves the 
West Whiteland Fire Co. of Ex­ 
ton, a tiny community of several 
hundred persons in Chester Coun­ 
ty. not far from Coatesville in 
1953. Two years later it built the 
$125,000 rink, selling $75,000 in 
bonds and getting a $50,000 mort 
gate for financing. 
The rink has proved a most 
profitable venture, attracting as 
many as 4.000 persons weekly. 
Harold E. Martin, operator of 
the Exton Lodge and board chair­ 
man of the fire company, says 
that while the organization—op­ 
erated, actually, as a private club 
—‘‘enjoys a modicum of success 
financially it has not been unmind­ 
ful of its responsibility to the com­ 
munity." He adds: 
“We now provide the only local 
police protection in the township. 
"We cooperate with the Ches­ 
ter County civil defense. They 
provide funds and clothing tor 
people who are less fortunate as 
well as temporary shelter in case 
of a home fire. 
No Salaria* 
"No one receives any salary or 
benefiLs of any kind. Firemen, po­ 
lice and others give freely of their 
time and effort in making Exton 
a fine place to live.' 
Martin said the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Revenue last December 
said that operation of the skating 
rink "was not social welfare, and 
that we were in business to make 
money.” 
Martin doesn't deny that, but he

says the money is made by a non* 
profit organization and used en­ 
tirely for fire and police protec­ 
tion—“absolutely nothing else.” 


Tax 
Exempt 
Up to that time the fire com­ 
pany held a federal tax exemp­ 
tion—it is exempt also from state 
taxes—on the ground that it was 
a nonprofit group. 
A spokesman for the Internal! 
Revenue district office in Phila­ 
delphia says the rink s operation 
is “a nonrelated business and not 
germane to the operation of the 
tire company, thus its prolix, if 
any. are taxable. . . . It is not 
primarily engaged in promoting 
good for the general welfare.’’ 
The federal ruling which Martin 
feels is applicable to West White­ 
land states specifically: "Civic 
leagues or organization not or­ 
ganized for a profit but operated 
exclusively for the promotion of 
social welfare are exempt ’’ 
Appeal For Fund* 
Martin says he has appealed 
for contributions from other vol­ 
unteer fire companies and non­ 
profit groups throughout the Key­ 
stone State "because if our posi­ 
tion Is uplield all organizations 
similar to ours will be benefited." 
"If the final decision should be 
unfavorable,” he points out, "dire 
consequences may result, not only 
for us but for many volunteer fire 
companies who depend upon com­ 
munity projects for support. 
"It would mean that we would 
have to liquidate our community 
activity in order to meet the out­ 
standing indebtedness of bonds 
and mortgage together with the 
taxes demanded by the depart­ 
ment of revenue ”
